One of the best indices of growth 
in Palm Beach County came with 
the announcement by E. F. Reddy, 
District’ Manager of Southern Bell 
Telephone ànd Telegraph Company 
that this month there .are over 
50,000 telephones now installed in 
this County. During 1953 there was 
a net gain of over 5800. telephones 
in the County. 

With the largest expansion pro- 
gram ever undertaken in its nine 
exchanges serving Palm Beach 
County, it would have been difficult 
to determine just who received the 
50,000th telephone. A 

Twenty years ago, the County 
had 7,825 telephones; it now has

Telephonewise Palm Beach Coun-| 
ty is one of thé fastest growing 
| sections of the nation. While it has 
taken the Bell System ten years to 
double its number of telephones, 
in Palm Beach County telephones 
in seven years have more than 
doubled.
